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THE LUNATION OF OCTOBER 14, 1947 


This lunation carries through until November 12th; and in connection with it | want you to reread what 
we gave last month on the autumn ecuinox chart, for that is still a vital element in our affairs. there 
is a rather somber tone to this lunation, for we find Saturn right on the ascendant. Ordinarily, the 
month of October is a rather happy period; but this year, the second half of October and the first week 
of November wi.. ve marked by a seriousness that is not the usual thing. Before this lunar period is 
over, Mars will cross Pluto and Saturn: it crosses Pluto around October 27th and Saturn between the lOth 
and I5th of November. We consider this a rather dangerous period for the people of the United States; 
and believe we can truthfully say that somethino in the nature of a crisis will occur, or possibly sev- 
eral, governing different departments of life. 


if you deal in stocks and shares, or gamble in any way, (and that is gambling), you had better watch 
your step; the stock market is apt to be rather erratic. Ìt could soar, and it could crash; the soar- 

ing would likely come when liars crosses Pluto, which takes place on the 28th, it may come a little be- 
fore or after, depending on the lunar aspects. The 28th is more significant than the 27th, due to the 
many good lunar aspects. And the drop would likely come around the |2th to 15th of November as Mars 
conjoins Saturn; and the Sun sousres Saturn and Mars on the New Moon of November. This is a time when 
great caution should be used in all moves; for not only will it rock the boat in our own country, it 
will be world-wide in its effect, for truly the heavens drclare the glory of God, and as above, so be- 
low. And | have found that the planetary oicture in the heavens is a true reflection of our mundane 
affairs; just as accurate as the ticking of your watch, with its seconds, minutes and hours. 


Last month we told you that the troubles in the motion picture industry were only beginning; you will 
see additional proof of this as you read vour daily papers, for this month finds 3 major malefics in 
the sign of Leo, and 2 of ther in the 12th, the house of sorrow.

Another indication, coming under the heading of a crisis, will te in the realm of health; Saturn on the 
ascendant in a lunation readina is not good for public health. Having Saturn right on my ascendant at 
birth, | am fully conscious of the import of this; it has a paralyzing effect on the native's life, es- 
pecially inthe first half, somuch so that very few children with Saturn in that position survive child- 
hood, unless there are some powerful modifying forces, as was the case in my own chart: Mars, Mercury 
trine to Jupiter in Leo in the 4th, and Saturn sextile to Jupiter. Without that boost | would never 
have survived, | mention this this because | know more about myself than | do about anyone else, and | 
know the effect of this upon my own life; and so you will pardon the personal reference. 


Now you will recall that in my general remarks on the equinoctial chart of September 23rd. | mentioned 
the 3 malefics in the house of health and the house of labor, that is, the 6th, Not only. will. there be 
a crisis inour national economy affecting the stock market and the motion picture industry, in fact the 
whole entertainment realm, but there will be two other effects. First, this lunation brings out the 
promise of the equinox chart regarding the health of the nation; and these malefics falling in the sign 
of the heart indicate that people with a weak heart must favor themselves, for there will be a | heavy 
toll of deaths from heart complaints of various kinds. 


From my own experience | am satisfied that many deaths from heart Per ed could have been avoided, by 
avoiding heavy meals, especially with heavy exercise right after them, | have seen a number of sudden 
deaths from heart failure which | was convinced need not have been. You wouldn't think of skating on a 
pond with very thin ice; then why should youexert your heart unduly when theplanetary picture indicates ' 
that the ice, figuratively speaking, is thin? These remarks apply especially if.the progressed Sun, Moon j 
or other planets are afflicting Neptune or Saturn, indicating a period of low vitality. | recall three . 
cases where friends had an operation with the Moon afflictina Neptune; they all died, not primarily be- 
cause of the operation but because they taxed their heart unduly ata period when the ice was thin, there 
was not enough vitality to carry them over. By a period of waiting they could have weathered the storm. 
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My good friend Jim Wilkinson died under that aspect, although | had warned him at least a year ahead, of 
thin ice during that period; and yet he launched into a terrific, strenuous battle when that aspect was 
in operation. And so | am aivina this unusual emphasis; and whether you have 2 weak heart or not, you 
Leo people must step lightly. Much of this adverse health indication, in this lunar period, is due to 
the sober tone of Saturn on the ascendant, as having a depressing effect on people in general. You can 
well understand the biblical injunction 'Ee yetransformed by the renewal of your mind.' This is largely 
a mental and emotional condition, and we can rise above a good deal of it by avositive mental attitude; 
not that | advise ignoring the dander siqnals, but | do advise going easy in all affairs, for the aqroup- 
ing of these 3 planets, and one passing the other two, leaves an indelible stamp on all departmentsof 
Pife. So don't fit into the Saturn pattern by being fearful, it just isn't necessary; cultivate acheer 
ful but cautious frame of mind, and refuse tobe dragged down by the news that will appear in your daily 


papers, In other words, be in the world, but not of it; you don't have to crash because crashes are 
indicated, | 


This combination indicates a stormy period, and a crash in some of the departments of life | have indi- 
cated; the unthinking public will be forced to think, and that is all to the good. They have left the 
burden of national affairs on the shoulders of a small group, like the 30 so-called seditionists: but 
the planetary picture indicates they will be forced to face reality, it is a sort of judgment day, and 
should not be feared by thinkers. The vast majority of people have to be scared to death before they 
will do the richt and obvious thing.

My mission in life is to tell the truth regardless of 
consequences; and that is synonymous for making enemies. if you show me a man with a big following, 4 
will show you an individual who has followed the path of expediency, a compromiser, Of course, this 
picture is going to change; the truth teller is going to have a big following in the near future. ` n 
southern California we have a lot of kingdom preachers, or all sorts and sizes and colors; and int he 
main they have followed the path of expediency, they have trimmed their sails to the prevailing win s. 
Practically all of them have been for union now with Great Britain and for our going back under the 
Union Jack. | have stated right along that this is treason; and that such a program will never come to 
pass. Today, we find them trimming their sails as they see Britain disintegrating. an 
Two of them wrote me recently and said they never believed that; | pulled out their file and looked 
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through their past literature, and there was the evidence. | am using this as an example, to show that 
this type of leadership will be eliminated inthe near future; their actions prove that they lack vision. 
At these meetings and conventions, the Union Jack was prominent at all times; and you heard more about 
Ephraim Israel, or English Israel, than you did about American Israel. It is true they said that America 
is also a part of Israel; but no one placed America in the leading role that she is playing. 


Again | am going to make enemies with this article; so be it. | have worked for the Lord in past incar- 
nations, and occupied very prominent positions; and in that one respect the Lord knows He can depend 
upon me. As | have stated before, | was the leader of the children of Israel at one time after the death 
of Moses, and one of the books of the Bible carries my name.

On points of doctrine | disagree with all these men; for instance, | could never accept the Roman Cathe 
olic Church as Christian; but | honor the above priests for their sturdy Americanism. | disagree with 
Winrod on points of doctrine; but he never deviated from his allegiance to and support of the Constitu- 
tion. He was the only preacher in the sedition case, and one of the chief targets of this New Deal plot. 
| am going to touch on the sedition case elsewhere; this is a sort of outline, or sketchy article, and 
| shall write in greater detail on some of the subjects | have mentioned. | am only touching on them 
now, toemphasize that we who are fearlessly proclaiming Christian Americanism must eliminate some ofthe 
fuzzy ideas such as going back under the Union Jack; for those who persist in that will be forced into 
the ranks of the Communists and Jews, who want it. 


When you present unpleasant facts, the average preacher gets mad; and by that one act he proves himself 
unworthy to lead anyone. A real teacher always welcomes the truth, no matter where it comes from, or 
how much it hurts. | am very anxious to see a housecleaning among the kingdom preachers; some have al- 
ready reversed themselves, that's good, it is better late than never. But it would have been better if 
they had got religion earlier, and supported men like myself when wewere being crucified. All the king- 
dom preachers in Southern California, with one exception, Rev. Philip Monson, ran for cover when | was 
arrested. We disagree with Monson on points of doctrine; he is British born, and pro-British. | was 
British born, but despise what the British Empire has stood for, for the past fifty ormore years. Ina 
letter to one of them recently, | said | hated everything British; that was not a wise declaration on my 
part, | do not hate anybody, | hate what the British Empire has stood for. Having spent the first 21 
years of my life there, and then |! years in Canada, | should know. But the past 30 years have been 
spent in the United States, and so | have had an opportunity to study the three countries. And during 
that period | have seen Canada veer more and more to the United States and away from Britain. 


The Presidential election is nowayear off; and if | wait until just before the election, before throw- 
ing this bomb, it would be too late to do any good. Some of you will be stunned, others as mad as a wet 
hen; but the fault is not mine but yours, if you react in that manner. One of the most vitriolic letters 
| ever received in my life, was received this week; it was from a Doctor of Divinity preaching thekinge 
dom message. It is the kind of letter you would expect to get from the gutter; but he revealed his real 
self, all because | told him certain unpleasant truths. He couldn't take it. 


Now, whether you areapreacher, orapatriot, you are either going to accept facts and truths, or be out 
of the running. The sifting is going on rapidly, and many of you leaders are going to be on the outside 
looking in. | want to see everyone of you serving the best interests of the good old U. S. A., the na- 
tion that God Almighty has ordained to lead the world. Forty years of study have convinced me that there 
is no other contender for that position; it is America, the United States, or nothing. And with us will 
come Canada; she cannot survive any other way. And so | plead with you to prayerfully consider this ar- 
ticle. We Christian Americans, if we learn to pull together, can and will dictate the next presidential 
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candidate: and that is why we have told you in this article that practically none of the present presi- 
dential aspirants have a chance. 


| believe the next President of the United States will be a military man of profound worth, not a com- 
promiser: and that man will choose men with a record free from expediency and compromising. There are 
three men who have possibilities, and | put them inthe order that they will likely rank with this nation 
General MacArthur is the leading contender, or wil) be when he returns to the United States; it will be 
like throwing a match into agasoline tank, there will bean insistent clamor for MacArthur for President. 
| want you toco back and read the last issue of the old Beacon Light magazine, just before | was arrest- 
ed; the July 1942 issue. Read the article, Mac4rthur speaks. You should read that, because it will give 
you a backcround. 


Now | know that | have not mentioned ex-Governor of Ohio, now Senator, Bricker. He has a large follow- 
ing, but [do not think he will get the nomination for the presidency, and |! want you who have long sup- 
ported Bricker's candidacy to be prepared to switch to the only man who can reach the goal: I refer to 
Douglas MacArthur. The other two possibilities are Eisenhower and Marshall. In my opinion the part 
that Marshall played in the Pear) Harbor disaster has damned him for all time in the eyes of real Amer- 
icans: for if his hat is thrown in the rina, the ghost of Pearl Harbor will haunt him. He played too 
important a oart to ever ditch the consecuences of his acts. And that brinaos us down to two men, Mac- 
Arthur and Eisenhower; and MacArthur is the leading contender, or will be.

And | believe that within 
months, the substance of this article will be substantiated; that is, by July of "48 MacArthur will A 
in the lead, or at least whenever the conventionc are held. Public opinion will crystalize to such a 
point that it will force the hand of the politician. Already there are Eisenhower clubs throughout the 
nation. He is not a heavy-weight; he has a nice personality, being a Libra; but he is being picked by 
the wrong class of people, and that alone should make us suspicious. The next President of the United 
States needs something more than a good Libra personality; he will be a man of stern countenance, and, 
like the first President, a military man. And | do not believe his name will be Eisenhower. | believe 
it will be General MacArthur. 


| said I would not be specific in this respect; | am specifying, and | do not think | shall have to mod- 
ify it. It is qoing to take a military man, one in whom the country has absolute confidence; and that 
confidence must be based on past performance. And where is the man in the field who has the Washington 
or Lincoln qualities? They are both Acuarians, and MacArthur is also; he is the only man in the field, 
who possesses all the aualifications necessary, to do the job that lies ahead, an unknown will not do, 
a nice personality will not do, it must be a man of proven value. Eisenhower is decidedly pro-British. 
And so | believe that Gen. MacArthur is qoing to be our next President; and | believe that his Cabinet 
officers will be largely military men. The government today, from top to bottom, is rotten and un=Amer- 
ican. Look up the record of Forrestal, in charge of our national defense: army, navy, marine and air 
forces. Do you think we are safe, with a man of that character in charge? A man of divided allegiance, 
a man from the enemy's camp. Later on | may give details of some of these men. 


When MacArthur becomes President, | believe he will appoint a military man to replace Forrestal; 
not claim to know who that man will be, it may ‘possibly be General Wainright, recently retired. 
thur has every confidence in him. Remember, MacArthur was once Chief of Staff, he knows aidaga. se) 
pect to see men like Major-General Mosely come out of retirement and be given responsible posi tions. 
| look to see men like Lindberg given their rightful place in national defense; only those who ha’ 

through the fire and not wavered, have a future. As washington once said, Put none but American s on 
guard. And so, many men who have been shunted to the rear because of their Americanism will be placed 
in key positions. 


There are many patriotic leaders who will have to do a lot of readjusting if they are going to ‘stay de 
the picture; their past utterances are going tobe brought out into the limelight, and many of them will 
bite the dust for they failed in the crucial hour. It is true some of them made honest mistakes, but 
they will have to retract and get in line, or be thrown out of the picture. The fact that | have criti- 
cized some of them severely, doesn't mean that | am their enemy or that | bear them any iW will; it 
means that my allegiance to truth is the dominant factor in my life. And if revealing the truth hurt's 
their feelings and makes them mad, it simply oroves that they don't belong in the picture; one who can 
not take criticism, no matter how high he may be, is not to be trusted. | don't mind how much abuse you 
pour on me; because if it is not true it reflects on the sender and not on me. 


And so a new set of leaders is coming to the fore; or perhaps are going to be recognized. In the sedi- 
tion case were some very outstanding men from the standpoint of Americanism; and some of these men will 
get public recognition for their courage and their faith and their vision of things American. Perhaps 
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one of the most outstanding of these men is Col. Sanctuary; we disagree on theology very much, but when 
it comes to the subject of Americanism the Colonel is in the front ranks. On the subject of theology he 
allows it to blind him; remember, he was trained in the old school, which believes that the Israelites 
were all Jews; such is not the case. | believe his eyes will be opened on this point; but the Colonel 
will go down in history as a man of courage and vision, and a true patriot. 


| was twice indicted in Washinaton, but eliminated from the third indictment, the one onwhich thetrial 
was started. But | was also indicted in Los Angeles, and had the highest bail placed upon me of any in 
the field, namely, $30,000. At the preliminary hearing, | convinced the prosecutor that he was not try- 
ing me, but the Christian Bible; and | was the only one of the thirty defendants who took that stand. 
| gave the prosecutor an outline of what my defense would be, and it sent cold shivers down his spine; 
and his Jewish masters had to put on diapers when they read the report ofthe preliminary hearings in 
Los Angeles. A real American doesn't need anything but his Bible to defend his stand as a patriotic 
American; and | believe | can truthfully say | was the only one who saw that issue. The enemy was not 
willing to take a chance on being placed in the position of fighting the Christian Bible, that was more 
than they could take on at that time; since then, in subtle and diverse ways they have sought to under- 
mine the Christian Bible. 


| want you tobear that inmind; you must realize, that we Anglo-Saxons are Hebrews; Israelites; Semites. 
for that is the teaching ofour Bible. It was during my persecution of '42 that the thought was born, that 
the Bible was my only defense, and our only defense as a nation. Repeatedly, as | sat in my cell, I 
heard a voice say, "The Bible is your only defense." Can you imagine that it took nearly 6 weeks to get 
a Bible to me: Finally it took a Jewish attorney to get it passed through to me. You see, |! knew that 
my letters to my wife, and her replies, were read, and | did not pull my punches; | couoted Scripture 
freely. And don't worry but what they looked it up, and it gave them the blind staqgers. That is why | 
was dropped from the third indictment in Washington. They delayed trying me on the Los Angeles indict- 
ment by sending me to Washington, | was too hot to handle to be tried on the first indictment there. | 
looked like a ghost; physically and financially | was, but | was forced to the expense of a preliminary 
hearing in Washington. They claimed they were to set a date for the Washington trial soon, and that | 
was not to leave. This advice | disregarded; | said '| am going home'. My good friend, the late Jim 
Wilkinson said, 'Old timer, you had better stay here, or they will send the marshall after you.’ | said 
‘Jim, the Lord tells me | am not going to be tried; | have gotten that distinctly, that they will never 
dare try me.' He pleaded with me, and said | was wrong, he had talked with Maloney and later with Rogge 
and said he was worried. But | told him to ouit his worrying on my account, because he would never de- 
fend me in court, nor any of the others. At the same time, | was told that Sanctuary would play a very 
leading role in that trial, and he did; and the end is not yet.

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Judging from letters we have recieved from time to time, some of you people are very much disturbed, 
spiritually, over my insistence that Reincarnation is a fundamental law of life. A few, who are spirit- 
ualists, believe that they are born once, and then it is eternal progress in the spirit world. They are. 
just as sincere intheir belief as | am in mine; but it will not stand the acid test. The orthodox- 
Christian is pretty much in the same boat; he thinks Jesus saves him and that then he spends all eternity 
with Jesus Christ in heaven, in other words, eternal progress in the spirit world. They are not so far 
apart as they think they are. Now the fact of the matter is that Jesus did not teach either one of these 
theories; itwas only after His death that His followers, especially after the 3rd century, ‘began to res 
vamo His teachings, violence was done to the teachings of Jesus in the days of Constantines = = = = 7

Reincarnation was acommonly acceoted doctrine when Jesus was on earth, and it was taken for gra ted; 

was not a question of a new teaching, it had been taught by all reliaions, from their very i H a 
All the great religions of the world, including Christianity, originally taught reincarnation, and two. 
thirds of the people on earth today accept it as a doctrine. That doesn't necessarily make it true, but 
it reminds one of the old saying, "Where there is smoke, there is fire." v 


Now regarding our spiritualist friends; adisembodied spirit has no way of knowina whether reincarnation 
is true or not, that knowledge does not exist on the astral plane. Forty years ago, no spiritualists | 
believed in reincarnation; now, fully a third of them, or at least a fourth, accept it. And so they 
are not in a position to be doamatic. They can, however, find out, by contacting some of the great 
teachers in the higher planes, who visit the astral but do not abide there permanently, for the astral 
or emotional plane is only a half-way house. Often | have heard a spiritualist say "They have gone too 
far for me to reach them, unless they come down." And the very best mediums are those who go beyond the 
astral plane. The astral plane has 7 divisions, and the average medium doesn't go beyond the first di- 
vision; so the knowledae they qlean is very mediocre, and often worthless. But | have met mediums who | 
contact teachers of high degree, althouch they are extremely rare, d ages rile 


And s0, the average spiritualist, or the average medium, is very strictly limited; they are. Vike a fly 
on a globe, their vision is limited to a certain area. You see, there are four planes; the physical, — 
ee 
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the astral, or emotional, the mentaland then the spiritual: but the average spiritualist, when he talks 

about spiritual things, means psychic, or astral. But, there is a vast difference between the two. And 
so, you and | have physical bodies, we have an astral or emotional body, we haveamental body, and fin- 
ally the spiritual body, that not more than about 2 or 3 per cent realize they have; it is so buried by 
the physical, emotional and mental that only at atime of areat tragedy, when theother three are subdued, 
does it have a chance to break through. And that is where most of your so-called conversions come in; 
human beings are willing to listen to God, which is planted within the center of their being. 


| saw this frequently in the Los Angeles County jail; men who were completely swept from their moorings 
and subdued; then the God within spoke to them. They didn't even know they had it before, but it was 
there all the time, as the poet says, closer is He than breathing, nearer than hands and feet. We think 
of God as a Beina afar off, and yet He is in the center of our being all the time, you and | couldn't 
exist without God, and God, the Absolute, planted apart of Himself inevery livina soul; that's the life 
element. The average individual goes right through life without knowing God, and yet He is so close at 
all times. That is why | like to deal with people in hospitals and jails, the down-and-outs; all the 
props have been taken away from them. And | surely had a clorious opportunity the three months in jail; 
| helped men find themselves; yes, even the jailers. It was a field-day for me, rich in spiritual op- 
portunities and experiences; | never felt so close to the source of life before, as | did during that 
period. | have the psychic faculties developed, too, for | was visited by five lawyers whom | had “known 
before they passed over; they used to advise me what to say in court, and that was very comforting. 


But, that isn't God; and that is where the average spiritualist falls down, he doesn't know God, he just 
has a substitute, a disembodied spirit. And | say this with the most kindly, sympathetic feeling in the 
world; | have tried so hard to get some of them a step higher. And it is because of the many letters we 
receive, that | am writino this article, in the hope that it will clear up some of the cobwebs. First, 
| want you torealize that God iswith you at all times, and that He has given His angels charge concern- 
ing you; in addition to disembodied spirits who are interested in our problems - as | know from exper- 
ience. | recall some 40 years ago | met a lady who was an invalid; she was a very delicate creature, 
like a piece of Dresden china, and she pulled on my sympathies very much. And there was a strong feel 
ing that | had known her before. | meditated until the answer came throuch: she was the hich priestess 
of the temple, away back in Egypt at the time the Pyramid was built, and | was the high priest. Some of 
the thinas that | taught at that time, throuah ignorance, were not so; and so | incurred a karmic debt 
with that soul, and | was shown that I had to serve her, and help her get on her feet, physically, 
mentally and spiritually. To the doctors, she was a conundrum; | was shown that her real trouble was 
spiritual; spiritual confusion, the seeds of which | had planted five or six thousand years ago. 


And that is why | want some of you teachers to be careful of what you teach, because the law of cause 
and effect will compel you to balance the books. Let me aive you an example: Mary Baker Eddy taught 
things that were false, and she knew it: she taught them because it would give her more power, and it 


did. But when she passed over into the spirit world, she was filled with anguish as she saw the result 
of her teachinas. 


The average person's religion isof theastral plane; and whilst they may despise spiritualists, shes are 
in the same boat, and don't know it, because their religion is one of emotion. Go to the Holy Roller 
meeting, where they rant and rave and shout and speak in strange tonoues. What is the difference, be- 
tween a medium being controlled, and an orthodox Christian? | attended one of Father Divine's meetings 
in New York, on my way home from Washington on the sedition charge; and | watched those individuals, 
and saw them being controlled by disembodied spirits, spirits of a very low order, mostly Negroes. And 
some of them were white women; and to me it was the saddest sight | had seen in many a day. | remember 
two white women in particular, one an elderly woman and the other a handsome woman of around 25 or 30. 
| learned afterwards that she was a very clever musician; and that was what made her susceptible; most 
musicians are psychic. But what an exhibition she made of herself, under control! There wasn't much 

difference between that meeting and those of the most primitive savages who dance to the music of thes 
tom toms. That is not religion in its higher sense. 2 


Take the Episcopal and Roman Catholic churches; they are largely a religion of belief, certain mental con- 
cepts, and belong largely to the astral and mental planes. It is true, under great stress and strain, 
remarkable healings have taken olace; but the religion itself is one of belief. The Catholic priest is 
a great contrast to the average medium, who is very mediocre, not very high graze, mentally whereas the 
average priest is well educated. But it is intellect, it is not emotion, and it is not spirituality, it 
isamental concept of life. But in all reliaions, there exists afew who have the mental and the psychic 
plus the spiritual; 3 to 5 per cent at the outside of that type exist in any religion. You will find | 
more of them in the esoteric schools, where esoteric or inner teachings are given. Even then, you will 


find it takes many years of teaching and training before they stand out. Most of you have ry at least” 
one of them, but did not realize the source of their power; it was soul knowledge. 
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Now to go back to reincarnation, after laying a foundation. Every living soul, if they have the power 
to meditate, and still their restlessness and powerful emotions, can know for a fact that they have 
lived on earth before. Personally, | have had many climpses of the past, in different lives, from child- 
hood on. At first | was puzzled at some of the experiences, they didn't make sense, for it did not agree 
with my Sunday-schoo! and church teachinas. The only thing that has saved me from going the way of the 
average, was the soul knowledge; intuition is the voice of the soul. Now, don't confuse intuition with 
conscience, they are entirely different; conscience is the result of education, so your conscience chang- 
es, or improves, as you acauire more knowledge, and your conscience of today is not that of tomorrow. 
So, conscience is not a reliable quide; the only reliable quide is the voice of intiution; but in the 
average individual it is so buried by the physical, astral and mental, that it doesn't have 2 chance to 
break through. 


The Good Book says, "Be still, and know that | am God": and that's the only way you will ever know God; 
it is to shut up,and listen. It is very hard to still the feelings and the intellect, they are like a 
babbling idiot; but you will never know God until you know how tostill your restless mind and emotions. 
Meditate on this for the next thirty days; be still, and know that | am God. And | am convinced that 
Some of you will have some remarkable experiences, because for the first time in your life the God 
within will have a chance to speak. 


Some charts show a remarkable amount of intuition, for instance, the Moon in good aspect to Neptune or 
Uranus, or the Sun, especially if one of them falis. in the Sth house, ‘the house of ‘higher mind. > 1 hap- 
pen to be well blessed in that respect; | say blessed, because it is something | have developed in the 
past. | have 4 planets trine to Uranus: one of them is Neptune, also the powerful Pluto. So you see 
the intuitive qualities in my case were strona at birth. But it sure gave me some headaches as a young- 
ster, for its message was entirely different from my religious teachings in the Church of Enaland; it 
did not agree with theology. It gave the correct answer when my elders passed judgment on thinas; and 
| often cot into trouble for contradicting them. Very early in my life, my parents learned that my 
judament of things was reliable; they didn't know why, nor did i. But | was always in hot water because 
| was at war with the accepted teachings of religion, philosophy and things in general. | was always 
saying "No, that's wrong"; but | didn't know why, and when | was asked | couldn't give a sensible an- 
swer, except: "Something in me says No." Of course, that was the correct answer; but | was very much 
confused. in times of stress and strain, the message would come through very clear. 


My reasoning faculties are very auick: but, fortunately for me, my intuitive is cuicker, and it would 
come through like a flash; and freouently | was in trouble again, as a result. Let me give you a con- 
crete example: On May 20th, 1907, on my 22nd birthday, | smashed my left hand badly; it was crushed in 
a mill. Four fingers were amputated right away; and about two weeks later, seven doctors had a consul- 
tation and decided to take my hand off. I was all alone, in a stranae country; | had left England just 
a year before; | was among strangers. But when those doctors said they were agoing to take my hand off, 
although | was very week from loss of blood and nervous shock and frequently fainted away, | raised my 
hand (I couldn't sit up in bed) and solemnly told the doctors | would punch them in the nose if they 
tried it. | said, "Something inside me says, leave it alone, nature will heal." Then, | began to rea- 
son to myself: How do you know that? Well, I didn't. | was proud of my intellectual achievements, and 
thought it was superior to anything else; | didn't recognise intuition as a source of power, in spite of ` 
the fact that it had proven itself reliable from early childhood. But | couldn't touch, taste nor han- ` 
dle. Besides, | had become an unbeliever, an atheist, and despised religion in any form, God played no 
part in my life; at least | thought so. As a matter of fact, He was playing a very big part in His fre- 
ouent warnings. yet 


Friends, that still, small voice of intuition is the most reliable quide in the world. Yes, | know it 
will clash with theolocical teachings, the theological lunatics will try to down you, as they did me; I 
spent avery unhappy childhood as aresult of that constant conflict; | was conscious of my own soul power 
and the psychic faculties were ouite strong, too, and still are. | was in a constant turmoil; reason 
said one thing, intuition said somethino else. Your head doesn't know anything excepting through exper- 
ience; but intuition has all the experience of yesterday in your lives to draw from; it knows who you 
were in your past lives, and what you did. l 


i have met many people in my life, whom | recognized immediately as having known them before; and for 
curiosity | used to draw up charts of those people, and the charts confirmed the testimony on my intui- 
tion. | told you of meeting a woman whom | had known as the high priestess of the temple; that recog- 
nition was almost instantaneous, | knew that | knew her from the past. When | met my wife, there wes 
immediate recognition of other lives, we had worked together before; we had been husband and wife before. 
And so we fit like fingers in 2 clove: what is unnatural about that? 


One of our readers, aman of 82, recently said, "| am worried, for fear that when | come back in my next 
incarnation, | will not know where my wife is; | suppose | will never see her again, and that's what 
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worries me." There is a powerful spiritual tie between them, and he was pathetic and appealing. Well, 
| laughed; i said, "My friend, you couldn't keep her away from you with amachine gun; you will draw each 
other like a magnet, you can never separate from a person that you truly love.” Wherever a strong love 
tie exists you will bedrawn back together again; brother and sister, in some cases, or husband and wife, 
some family tie. And by the same token, if you hate a person you will draw them to you; that is why 
sometimes onemember of a family is at outs with everybody; that family drew that rebellious soul through 
hatred in a previous life. Invisible chains will hold you, through either love or hate; so be careful 
how you hate; you will enmesh yourself with that soul until you learn to transmute that hate into love. 


Love is the most powerful force in the world;hate is second. Hate is love turned upside down. There 
is only one force in the world, and that is God, and love is synonymous for God. In the new order, when 
Jesus reians on earth, these things will be taught; the present day theologian will be thrown into the 
scrap pile, he will be forced to work for his living. | have analyzed the charts of agreat many preach- 


ers, and only once in a great while did | find the chart of a real teacher; the chart of the average 
preacher and that of the average politician are identical. 


Quite recently | got acomplaining letter from a preacher; | had been getting them for ten years or more, 
and | got tired of it. He has the Moon in the 9th house; the house of religion, hence the desire to 
preach; but he has Mars in the 3rd, the house of lower mind, exactly the same degree as the Moon, and 
they are right in opposition; and so there is a constant conflict between the higher and lower mind. He 
is in acontinual state of conflict, his vision is not clear; this man can't think straiaht for sour ap- 
ples because of the inner conflict. The Moon in the 9th does give him glimpses of better things, but it 
is so badly afflicted that there is a distortion there. The only redeeming feature is that the Moon is 
in good aspect to Venus; and the only success he has ever had is pulling on the emotions of women. 


| know a well known astrologer, with apowerful Sth house, but he has similar testimonies, Mars and Sat- 
urn in opposition, 3rd and 9th. But to go back to the preacher; his Moon not only afflicts Mars, but it 
is applying to an adverse of Uranus and opposing his Sun. The Moon rules the personality, and the Sun 
the individuality, and so he is rather combative, hecause of that inner conflict. He has somethina, and 
he knows it, but he mixes up the Mars in the 3rd house, lower mind, with his religion; as a result, a 


distorted picture; a false conception of life. Ke doesn't know what is wrong with him; he is’a pathetic 
figure, nevertheless he is very doqmatic. 


| have the charts of a few preachers who are spiritual giants, well balanced on all four planes; and it 


is very, very rare you will find an example Tike that. One of these men has contributed one of the chap- 
ters of our book, THE BIBLE SPEAKS TO AMERICA. When that man is on the platform or pulpit, there is 
spiritual fire at the back of his message, plus a logical sermon; he has a brilliant mind, but better 


than that, he has the ability to tap the spiritual reservoir of life, something very few preachers are 


able to do, they give a cheap substitute, of emotion. Now, you cannot do without emotion, you are dead 


without feeling; but emotion must not predominate, nor must intuition predominate, they must all be un- 
der control of the God within. This man, like myself, makes enemies among those of little, petty minds; 
but to me he is a spiritual treat; | know he is on the level, and | know he has spiritual power. 


Here is the chart af another man, who is not auite sowell balanced as the previous one, but his Mars is 
in the 9th house; he is on fire with zeal, and Mars is in a fire sign. He has no afflicting influences 
in the 3rd, but he has 5 planets afflictina Mars, and 3 of them from the Iżth house, and so he is a man 
of sorrow, and acquainted with grief. And when he preaches a message, the sorrow of his own soul is 
poured forth; and believe you me, it affects his audience, but he has atough time on the physical plane 
because of the afflictions in his chart. He has spiritual power, and you can feel it, in his writings 
and his preaching. This man, too, has written one of the chapters in THE BIBLE SPEAKS TO AMERICA. When 
our preachers take astrolocy and reincarnation seriously, they will be much better preachers and teach- 
ers; at present they are like awheel with several spokes missing, and | have seen them break down under 
severe trial. | have seen them lose their mental balance, and | have seen them lose their faith in God. 


Now, if you ever make that inward connection, you can never lose your faoth in God; it is only when you 
use a substitute. Aaain | say, te still, and know that | am God. 


When leriticize some of you people who write me, it is not with the idea of rapping you over the knuck=- 
les, it is because | want to put your feet firmly on the path of truth; that's the purpose of every real 
teacher, and that is what Jesus meant, when He said, | am the way; He had found the path, and He knew 
that if you follow the path that He was treading you will arrive at the same destination. Jesus knew 
that he had lived before; you will find confirmation of that in Nis statement, Before Abraham was, | am. 


He had lived even before the time of Abraham; he had led the world, or sections of it, more than once. 
And He will lead acain. 


Now, if Jesus can reincarnate, so can you and l; Elijah and John the Baptist were one and the same. E i- 
jah abused his power, and that is why, as John the Baptist, he lost his head. He took alife through the 
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use of spiritual power, the sacred fire, and that waa a transgression of apiritual law: and so, as John 
the Baptist, he lost his head, hia life. That'a the law of cause and effect, 


Later on, | hope to write an essay on the use and misuse of apiritual power by some of the present day 
leaders; for | tremble as | see some of the things they do. We shall call! it "Drunk with Power". And 
now | ask you to accept on faith the theory of reincarnation: for | assure you that | would not dare to 
teach it unless [knew it wasaa law of life, for | have auffered too much from some of my false teachings 
six thousand years ago, and have been liouldatina those debts ever since, And so | say, belief doesn't 
save you, and no teacher can save yout the purpose of a teacher la to throw light on the path, and show 
you the path. That is why that Great Soul said "| am the way".

The answer He gave shows that He knew it was a karmic debt, | don't juat 'be- 
lieve’ | have lived before, | know | have lived before. | remember a lady coming to me, 12 or I6 years 
ago, and she was in great distress (and | have had hundreda of them come to me, in mental confusion), 
As | talked to her, all of a sudden | saw, not the woman but an Arab, riding bareback over the desert;

moment, and then | understood why the spiritual confusion; | sald, "You were very cruel inaprevious life, 
and slew ruthlessly, and now you are paying, in blood and tears." 


In 1918, in New York, | mat a man considered a great teacher. tle invited me to dinner one night; and we 
got into a hot debate, All of a sudden, | saw four priests standing at the back of him, and they were 
laughing: and as | stopped this man also seemed to be clothed In a clerical garb. Then one of the four 
stopped laughing for a moment, and said, “He was one of us, a priest, in his previous life." A man of 
autocratic power, and he had brought over that dominant apirit. r .

Some of you who have had spiritual experiences, have put the wrong label on them, You are not saved, 
the God within you broke through the physical, mental and emotional barrage, or obstruction, and you 
were delighted with it; but you put the wrong label on it.
